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Football Decision Seen Soon 


When will Sacramento State College field a football team? 

This is a question which is being muttered more and more 
this semester on the State College campus and it even has | 
been mentioned at Student Council meetings, although there | 
has been no formal discussion as yet. The problem has many 
implications but generally one can divide the question into 
three parts: first, is the student body sufficiently interested ? ; 
second, will football be an asset to the college as a Whole”; 
and third, is it financially feasible for the five-year-old insti- 
tution to have the grid sport? ' 

Student leaders and promoters of football on campus 
have little doubt that the answer to the first question would 
be a rather strong “yes” if for no other ‘reason than to round 
out a year’s student activities. True, there are some con- 
scientious objectors to football as a whole, but it is doubted 
that they would account for more than five to nine per cent 
of the Student Association membership. If a vote were held 
next week on the question “Should we have football at Sec- 
ramento State?” 
overwhelm any opposition. 

But there are many other things to take into considera- 
tion before the shinny helmets bob on a green turf, one of 
which is the question of will the sport prove good or bad 
here”? In recent weeks the letters column of The Hornet has 
carried several opinions on the benefits and disadvantages of 
college football. Touched off by the belies of one writer that 
“intellectual morons will be granted SSC degrees...” if the 
sport is established, many students became armchair athletic | 
directors overnight. The cafeteria buzved with “concrete” 
solutions. 

Many mistakenly missed the point entirely in their rash 
anger. Others sat back and came up with a sensible and 
simple answer to The Scholar. The answer: as it has been an- | 
ticipated here, football will not incorporate incredible evils | 
which confront most institutions wishing to pay “big time) 
football.” One need not defend the policies of Michigan or St., 
Mary’s for instance, to justify football on the SSC campus. | 
He need only say we're not going to have anything here that 
would bring on the type of criticism the “big time” colleges 
experience. It is strengly doubted if Cadillacs will be given 
away by any team in the Far Western conference, let alone 
Sac State. 

With this in mind, however, there still is another—and | 
the greatest—problem to face. This thorn-in-the-flesh ob- 
stacle of course, is money. Student Association this semester 
is operating on an estimated $18,000 budget for the college 
year.
